WASHINGTON, June 5.—O. P. 
Van Sweringen of Cleveland, presi- 
dent of the Allegheny Corporation, 
a railway holding company, pre 
dicted at the Senate stock market 
investigation today that, when the 
Missouri Pacific is reorganized, 
“that system will be one of the best 
and most prosperous in this coun- 
try.” He said that the reorganiza- 
Deion was now in its first stages. 
Van Sweringen was called to the 
witness chair after the Senate 
Banking and Currency Committee 
failed to reach an agreement in the 
controversy between Ferdinand Pe- 
cora, committee counsel, and John 
W. Davis, counsel for J. P. Morgan 
& Co., as to whether the committee 
was within its rights in demanding 
that Thomas S. Lamont, a young 
Morgan partner, answer questions 
regarding his personal income 
tax return for 1930. The com- 
mittee, after debating the question 
for two hours, decided to take up 
the controversy at another execu- 
tive session tomorrow morning. 
About Personal Income Tax. 
Davis and Pecora presented their 
arguments at the executive session 
today. Davis contended that the 
Senate resolution authorizing the 
Ptock market investigation did not 
give the committee counsel the 
right to question a Morgan partner 
about his personal income tax re- 
turn. Pecora argued that the com- 
mittee had the right because Mor- 
gan & Co., being a partnership, paid 
no Federal income taxes and that 
the only way in which the commit- 
tee could learn about the profits cf 
the private banking house was 
through an investigation of the tax

SOLD WIFE STOCK 
AND REBOUGHT II 


Pecora Informs Senate 
Group of Sale in 1930, 
but Does Not Charge It 
Violated Law. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 5.—An in- 
come tax reducing transaction in- 
volving stock deals by a Morgan 
partner and also by his wife posed 
a knotty question today for Senate 
investigators of J. P. Morgan & 
Co., decision of which was deferred 
until tomorrow. 

In closed session, Ferdinand Pe- 
cora as counsel for the Senate 
Banking Committee sought author- 
ity to question Thomas 8S. Lamont 
on stock sales by him late in 1930 
which were reflected in claims of 
losses on income tax returns. 

Some committee members said 
Pecora had disclosed Lamont sold 
a block of stock to his wife, assert- 
ed losses on it for income tax pur- 
poses and later repurchased it. 

On the other hand, different 
members of the committee stated 
that they had been told Mrs. La- 
mont had bought some stock about 
the same time her husband sold and 
had sold it when he rebought, but 
that Pecora had not said the sale 
was direct. 

Charles E. Mitchell, former 
chairman of the National City 
Bank, is now on trial in New York 
for income tax evasion resulting 
from sale of stock to his wife, but 
in that case the Government con- 
tends it was not a bona fide sale. 

When Lamont was on the stand 
last Friday, Pecora asked him 
about the sale of a block of about. 
5000 shares of stock December 30, 
1930, but the witness said he could 
not remember. , 

No claim of illegality was raised 
by Pecora, it was said, and John 
W. Davis as counsel for the Mor- 
gan bank had challenged authority 
of the committee to go into the in- 
come tax matter. He was said to 
have pointed to the law against 
publicatnon of income tax returns.

DELAY INREPORT 
PERMITS ESCAPE 


Desperadoes Heavily Armed 
—One of Them Gives 
Wrist Watch to Woman 
for ‘Calmness.’ 


Armed with a submachine gun, 
rifles, a shotgun and pistols, two of 
the 11 convicts who escaped from 
the penitentiary at Lansing, Kan., 
in a spectacular Memorial day 
break, were in St. Louis last night. 

Driving into the city in a stolen 


automobile, they put out the owner, 
McBride Rayfield of Bonne Terre, 
and his companion, Miss Callie 
Stewart, at Kingshighway boule- 
vard and Gravois avenue, then 
went on in the direction of the 
downtown district. 

Rayfield and Miss Stewart 
obeyed the command of the con- 
victs to remain at the intersec- 
tion for 45 minutes, then called the 
police. They told the detectives 
the men had told them they had 
escaped from the Kansas prison, 
and subsequently, from  photo- 
graphs at police headquarters iden- 
tified them as Harold W. Harris, 
also known as Billy Woods, a for- 
mer St. “Coulis hoodlum, and Clif- 
ford Dopson. 

Story of the Driver. 

“Miss Stewart and I left Bonne 
Terre yesterday afternoon for a 
drive south on Highway No. 61,” 
Rayfield, salesman for the Bonne 
Terre Farm & Cattle Co., told a 
Post-Dispatch correspondent today. 
“About five miles north of Fred- 
ericktown, 80 miles south of St. 
Louis, we stopped beside the road 
and got out with a 12-gauge_ shot- 
gun I had borrowed, to shoot at 
some cans in a clump of trees. 

“We had just fired a couple of 
shots when a Plymouth coupe with 
a Tennessee license stopped behind 
my car and two men came towards 
us. When they got up to us they 
drew automatic pistols and held us 


up. 

“One of them took the shotgun 
from me and tried to unload it. 
When he failed, he made me unload 
it and then forced us to get into 
my car. The other went back to 
the Plymouth and made several 
trips bringing to my car a subma- 
chine gun, two rifles, some pistols 
and several bundles of cigarettes 
and tobacco. 

Disclosed Identity. 

“Then he drove the Plymouth off 
the road into the trees and we 
started to St. Louis. They told us 
right away that they were escaped 
convicts from Lansing and one of 
them, Woods, told us he was “Wild 
Bill.” 

“*We'’re in a tough spot,’ he said, 
‘and we don’t care what chances 
we take. We don’t intend to get 
captured alive. If anyone stops us 
you and the lady better get down 
on the floor because there’s going 
to be a lot of shooting and you 
don’t want to get hurt.’ 

“They talked of holding up a bank 
in Missouri and one of them re- 
marked, ‘It didn’t get us anything, 
because we lost all we got.’ I as- 
sumed he meant they had dropped 
the loot getting away. 

‘On the way to St. Louis we 
passed Forrest Watts of Farming- 
ton, a friend of mine, in his var. 
I tried to signal to him and one 
of the convicts said, ‘Buddy, don’t 
try that again, or we'll have to 
bump yow both off.’ 

Gives Watch to Girl. 

“Near St. Louis one of the men 
turned to Miss Stewart and sa‘d, 
‘Say, I sure admire the way yuu 
keep calm and I want to reward 
you.’ He reached in ‘:is pocket and 
pulled out a 7-jewel wrist watch, 
which he handed to her. 

“When we got to Gravois and 
Kingshighway, one of the men 
asked how much money I had and 
I said $25. ‘But we'll need money 


to get back home,’ I added. ‘O K,’| cent 


he said, ‘just give me five,’ and I 
handed him a $5 bill. 

“Then they put us out and told 
us to stand there for 45 minutes 
without moving, or they’d come 
back and kill us both. They said 
we'd probably find my car at the 
Pevely Dairy plant at Grand and 
Chouteau. We waited for 45 min- 
utes and then called the police, who 
took us to Grand and Chouteau. 
We didn’t find the car, however.” 

Woods, also known as Harold W. 
Harris, is a former St. Louisan. 

When Harris entered the Kansas 
penitentiary on a 5-to-15 year term 
for automobile theft his wife, Mrs. 
Lila Harris, 912A Montgomery 
street, got a divorce. She reported 
that he subsequently told her in a 
letter that he would come to St.

The order applies to the civilian 
field service of the Marine Corps 
as well as the Navy Department. 
The normal work day will be from 
Monday to Friday, inclusive. Sat- 
urday will be considered a non- 
work day the same as Sunday. Em- 
ployes on a per annum and a per 
month basis will be furloughed on 
Saturday. 

This action has been taken the 
department said, because of ‘he 
necessity for economy in e:pendi- 
tures and to obviate discharges by 
spreading available work among 
employes as far as practicable.

ONE KILLED AND 20 HURT 
IN CHICAGO WIND STORM 


84,000 at Fair Rush for Shelter; 
Many Are Injured by Fly- 
ing Glass.

CHICAGO, June 5.—One man was 
killed and about 20 persons injured 
last night by a severe windstorm 
that damaged buildings, twisted 
electric and telephone wires and 
blew down trees in Chicago and 
the metropolitan area. 

Albert Linnard, 19 years old, was 
crushed to death in his automo- 
bile when a part ofa roof torn from 
the Chicago Tube & Iron Co.'s 
building fell on his car. Small lake 
craft, crippled by waves, kept Coast 
Guard patrols busy answering calls 
for aid. : 

The storm sent some 84,000 per- 
sons at the Century of Progress ex- 
hibition rushing for shelter. Many 
persons were treated at the emer- 
gency hospital on the fair grounds 
for minor cuts and bruises caused 
by flying glass. 

Swaying of one of the 625-foot 
towers of the Sky Ride at the fair 
caused 185 persons on the top plat- 
forms to become panicky despite at- 
tempts of attendants to quiet them 
by turning on radio music. Harold 
Barkstrom, a guard and former 
aviator, said the steel tower, built 
to resist a 120-mile gale, swayed 18 
inches. — 

Damage at the grounds was esti- 
mated by officials at $7000 to $8000.

Disposed of Holdings to 
Wife to Show Reverses 
Actually Suffered in 1929 
He Testifies. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, June 5.—Charles 
E. Mitchell testified at his income 


tax evasion trial today that in 1929 
he threw his personal resources in- 
to the market to prevent a drop in 
National City Bank stock. 

He told of returning from a trip 
abroad during a strong market to 
learn that the stock of National 
City Bank, which he headed, was 
weakening and that the National 
City Co. was loading up with it to 
check its fall. 

He said he was astounded and 
held a conference with his asso- 
ciates. 

“I told them that the company 
had reaghtd its limit in the pur- 
chase of National City ao stock,” 
he said. “A big drop in the stock, 
I said, would have a disastrous ef- 
fect on the market. I told them 
I thought some one must let that 
market down in an orderly fashion 
and that I was ready to use my per- 
sonal resources to do so.” 

Mitchell said he then went to the 
Morgans, told them what he want- 
ed to do, and they agreed to lend 
him money. He then made formal 
application to the Morgans for a 
loan up to $12,000,000 and posted 
30,000 shares of his own stock as 
collateral. 

Part of Stock in Question. 

It is part of the stock held by 
the Morgans as collateral for their 
loan to him that Mitchell later sold 
to his wife to record a personal loss 
and so avoid income tax payment 
in 1929. The Government charges 
it was a fake sale, that Mrs. Mitch- 
ell did not have the money to pay 
for the stock, and that the Morgans 
were not informed of the transfer. 

Before Mitchell took ‘the stand 
his wife was called as a witness, 
but Judge Godard did not permit 
her to testify under a Supreme 
Court decision. 

Mitchell testified that in Septem- 
ber, 1929, an agreement was reached 
for a merger between the National 
City and Corn Exchange banks. 
He was not in New York at the 
time, he said. 

“The merger was based,” he said, 
“upon an exchange of stock, on the 
basis of four shares of Nationa) 
City Bank stock for five.shares of 
Corn Exchange Bank stock.” 

The agreement set the value of 
National City bank stock, he said, 
at $450 a share. 

Bank Stock and the Market. 

The agreement was signed Sept. 
20, 1929, he said, and he sailed for 
Europe the following day, return- 
ing Oct. 22. While he was away, Na- 
tional City Bank stock went up once 
to $527 a share, but when he re- 
turned it had dropped back to 
about the price it was when he 
left. 


“When I left for Europe for a 
period of about two weeks,” he 
said, “the market was very strong 
and advancing. : 

“About the second week—I place 
the time because I recall the fact 
I was in Berlin at the time—it be- 
gan to weaken.

Mrs. Roosevelt Stops Here 
on Flight to Los Angeles 


Several Thousand at 


Lambert Field Greet 


President’s Wife, En Route for One- © 
Day Visit With Son. 


With a good-luck emerald wink- 
ing from a chain about her neck 
and a smile that never faded, Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, the first 
wife of a President ever to take < 
transcontinental air trip, passed 
through St. Louis last night en 
route to visit her son, Biliott, in 
Los Angeles. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, who is flying 
more than 4600 miles to visit her 
son-for a day and then get batk 
Dast in time to see another son 
graduate from preparatory school, 
was greeted by several thousand 


persons massed in front of the néw 
terminal building at Lambert-St. 
Louis field. 

While her plane, which arrived at 
6:38 p. m. and departed about 19 
minutes later, was being refueled, 
she was escorted by Mayor Dick- 
mann and a reception committee to 
the glass observation room atop the 
two-story building. 


Orchids from Shaw’s Garden. 


Holding a bouquet of orchids 
from Shaw's Garden in one hand 
and waving to the crowd with the 
other, she hurried through the tun- 
nel from the field to the interior 
of the building and emerged into 
the waiting room as hundreds of 
people pressed close. 

Reaching a landing, perspiration 
pouring from her face, she waved 
gayly out of the window to the 
throng below and remarked to’ 
Mayor Dickmann: 

“One flight higher? All right.” 

Once at the top, a little breath- 
léss from her fast climb but still 
¢miling and good-natured, she 
stepped before a microphone while 
much more breathless photograph- 
ers trained their cameras. 

“I can only say during the mo- 
ment I am here,” said Mrs. Roose- 
velt to the cheering crowd, “that I 
am giad to have a chance to say 
good-bye and good-luck.” 

Turning to a reporter, 
claimed: 

“Don’t be afraid to speak loud— 
because I’m terribly deaf for a few 
minutes after traveling on a plane.” 

Referring to the establishment in 
New York of a mountain camp for 
unemployed women, she said that 
States must take the initiative in 
creating them, “according to their 
own neéds and necessities.” Feder- 
al funds to finance them may then 
be obtained “through the ptoper 
sources,” she added, remarking that 
such camps are “entirely different 
from reforestation camps.” 

Unaccompanied on Trip. 

Then. she etartéd back to the 
plane, on which she travéled_unac- 
companied as a regular passenger, 
with eight others, exclaiming “Ob, 
I must hurry; I'm afraid I'll miss 
my plane,” 

As she started down the steps, 
the crowd pressed ¢losé, many pér- 
sons reaching out and touching her. 
others trying to shake her hand. 
Mayor Dickmann took one arm and 
a reporter the other, forcing a way 
for her through the throng. 

Not once did shé indicate annoy- 
ance, although she was tired and 
hot. She did remark to thé reporter, 
as the tunnel was reached aguin. 
“My, it would be nice to be in our 
néw sWimming pool right now.” 

Président Roosevelt, she observed, 
was enjoying the new White House 
pool, in which she took a dip the 
Gay before her departure yester- 
day morning on her long trip. 

The motors of the plane were 
throbbing as she emerged on the 
apron and with a hasty farewell to 
the committeé and gracious bow to 
the crowd she climbed aboard. 

Before the big planeé—one of the

On the way here from Indian- 
apolis, Mrs. Roosevelt conversed 
with the other passengers, signed 
autographs for them, took out her 
inevitable knitting and worked bus- 
ily as the ship leveled off at an al- 
titude of 7000 feet, to avoid “bumpy 
air” below. 

When the plane arrived here, she 
was the last passenger to léave it, 
trim in blue silk figured blouse, 


blue skirt, blue felt hat. Her good- 


luck emblem—which she remarked 
“never fails me”—hung from a sil- 
ver chain. 

Mayor Dickmann introduced her 
to Director of Public Welfare Jv- 
séph M. Darst, Maj. and Mrs. Al- 
bért Bond Lambert, and their 
daughter, Miss Myrtle McGrew 
Lambert, the Veiled Prophet queen, 
and othér membérs of the Récep- 
tion Committee. 

On behalf of the Air Board of 
the Chamber of Commerce, she was 
presented with the bouquet of Cat- 
tleya orchids, together with a card 
bearing this message:

In rélating how the money was 
6btained for thé railroad Opera- 
tions, O. P. Van Sweringen said 
that he and his brother “talked 
with J. P. Morgan & Co., whom we 
regarded, as doés the world, a8 Wise 
counsellors in matters of finance.” 

The witheess described the laté 
George F. Baker, chairman of the 
First National Bank of New York, 
as “that grand old gentleman.” 
Baker was a large ownet of Eric 
railroad stock. The witness said 
that he told the Van Sweringens 
that he would increase his holdings 
if they bought into this road. 
“When we finished our buying,” the 
witness said, “we, with him, had 
about half the common stock and a 
considerable portion of its preferred 


-shares. 


Van Sweringens Borrowed $2,000,- 
Ovo to Get Their Start. 
By the Associated Press. 

In the advance of the Van Swer- 
ingen railroad holdings from $2,000,- 
000 in 1916 to the vast expanse now 
hold, Committee Counsel Pecora de- 
veloped that the entire down pay- 
ment of $2,000,000 of the $8,500,000 
price agreed upon for the Nickel 
Plate was borrowed. 

“You formed the Allegheny Cor- 
poration to acquire control or part 
control of various railroad lines?” 
Pecora said, as Van Sweéringen 
completed his statement. “That 
was its purpose, I think.” 

“You invaded the railroad field in 
1916?” “Yes.” 

“Through purchase of the Nickel 
Plate?” “Yes, we bought into the 
Nickel Plate.” 

“Who was associated with you in 
this venture?” Pecora asked. “My 
brother, C. R. Bradley, J. R. Nutt 
and quite a few others.” 

The railroad builder then testi- 
fied he and his associates in 1916 
paid $8,500,000 for their original in- 
terest in the Nickel Plate, cash 
$2,000,000, with the balance de- 
ferred. In return, he, his brother 
and other associates, including J. 
R. Nutt, now treasurer of the Re- 
publican National Committee, ob- 
tained 25,032 shares of first pre- 
ferred stock in the road; 62,750 of 
second preferred and 62,400 of com- 
mon. 


Ten Promissory Notes. 

Pecora quoted from the report 
of Dr. W. M. W. Splawn after 
his railroad investigation for the 
House Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee, which said that $2,000,000 
of the $8,500,000 purchase price was 
pafa in cash while 10 promissory 
notes, éach payable one yéar apart 
with the first due in five years, 
were given for the rest of the pay- 
Ment price. The report further 
said the purchased Nickél Plate 
stock was pledged with the Guar- 
anty Trust Co. of New York for 
the promissory notes. 

Pecora quoted it also as saying 
that on July 8, 1916—two days be- 
fore the Nickel Plate purchase— 
the Van Sweringéns borrowéd $2, 
100,000 from the Guardian Savings 
& st Co. 

“Then you borrowed all thé mon- 
ty to make that $2,000,000 paymént 
to the New York Central?” Pecora 
asked. “For the moment.” 

“How was this repaid?” “Through 
the sale of the stock in the Nickel 
Plate Securities Corporation,” Van 
Sweringen replied. 

It was’ testified that the Nickel 
Plate Securities Corporation was 
fortiied in December, 1916, and that 
the Nickel Plate Securities had ad- 
ditional assets in the form of the 
Cleveland, Youngstown Railroad 
and some real estate. These and the 
New York Centtal stock were 
pledged by the Van Sweringens for 
the capital stock of the Seéurities 
Corporation. Comimon stock of the 
corporation had a par value of 
$12,500,000. 

Pecora asked whether the Sécuri- 
ties Corporation had assumed the 
$2,100,000 Guardian Savings & 
Trust debt. “The preferred stock 
was used to take care of the Guard- 
ian loan.” 

“In return for your holdings in 
thé Nicke] Plate and also your hold- 


ings ih the Clevéland Terminal CGo., 
you got all thé ¢omihon stéck Val- 


stock?” “Yes.” 
Huntington Interests. 

Pecora askéd How much cash was 
paid when the Van Sweringens got 
control é6f thé Téled6, St. Louis and 
Western and the Witness did not 
recall. 

“Did you follow the manner in 
which you acquiréd the Nickel 
Piate?” Pécora asked. “Yes,. ‘n 
some réspects.” 

“Pecora askéd how ménéey was 
raised to pay $6,500,000 in notes to 
the New York Céntral. “Part of 
it Was out of thé earhings.” 

“What part—a minor part?” “Oh, 
yes,” Van Sweringen answered, and 
then added that the balance of the 
monéy came from preferred stock 
for the Nickel Platé System after 
thé consolidation of the Clover 
Leaf, Lake Erie and Western and’ 
the Old Nickel Plate Systems. 

Van Sweringen said the Hunting- 
ton interests held 73,000 shares of 
the Chesapéake and Ohio common 
stock. He asserted “the Huntington 
intérests have been electing the di- 
rectors.” 

“Came From the Public.” 

Peéora said: “In effect, through 
your control af the Nickel Plate 
by owneérship o fthe Nickel Plate 
Securities Corporation you Were 
able to acquire—with moné¢y which 
came from the public—a dominat- 
ing interest in the C. & O.?” Van 
Sweringen agreed but commented 
that “control ohly meant the right 
to operate the road in the interést 
of the stockholders.” 

Pecora asked about the set up 
of the Vaness Company and 
“whether it was a corporate ve- 
hicle for you and your associates.” 
Van Sweringen agreed that was its 
character and said the common 
and preferred stock of thé Vaness 
Company Was issued to himself and 
his associates. He also agreed that 
the capital assets acquired by the 
Vanéss Company “simply consist- 
ed of these shares of the Nickel 
Plate Securities Co. (195,825 shares) 
and 93 shares G the Cleveland 
Traction Terminal Co.?” 

$565 Paid for $80 Stock. 

Testimony was given that the 
Nickel Plate Securities Corporation 
paid $565 a share for stock in thé 
Chesapeake & Ohio when it was 
selling for about $80. 

With Van Sweringen on the 
stand, testimony producéd show3d 
that, in acquiring 73,000 shares of 
the stock, the Nickel Plate Rail- 
road got 70,000 shares at $80, while 
the Securities Corporation paid $1,- 
700,000 for 8000 shares. Committee 
Counsel Pecora suggésted this 
amounted to “saddling” the minor- 
ity owners of the corporation with 
the excess cost of the C. & O. stock. 

“Your associates were charged 
$56 5a share,” Pecora said, “moré 
than five timés the ‘market value 
of the stock.” “You'll have to give 
the whole story to get an accurate 
picture,” Van Sweringent insisted. 

“Persons who held 20 per cent of 
the Nickel Plate Securities Corpor- 
ation were not represented by your 
interests,” Pecora said. “Tney 
were ‘sadled’ with this extra bur- 
den.” Van Sweringen objected v0 
use of the word “saddled” and 3aid 
the 20 per cent were represented. 

Having bought the Nickel Plate, 
the brothers detided ‘t‘o make the 
the most of it,” the Van Sweringen 
statemen said. The move for rail 
consolidation was under way by 
1920. The Van Sweringens figured 
there should be four Eastern rail 
systems and started to consolidate 
one. In 1922 they purchased stock 
control of the Toledo, St. Louis & 
Western and.the Lake Erie & West- 
ern, consolidating them with Nickel 
Plate. Along came the chance to 
acguiré a major interést 
Chesapéake & Ohio. The Morgans 
“felt it wasn’t the time for us to 
make the expenditures. We were 
going to havé to have somé money. 
We took their advice 

But “a yéar or so” latér the Van 
Sweringens wére back at 23 Wall 
Street: “This time the Morgan firm 
agreed with us and we closed the 
deal, the Nickel Plate buying 70,90 
of the Huntington shares, the to- 
tal of which was 73,000.” 

“We were on our way,” observed 
Van Sweringen at this point, go- 
ing on to tell how they then eyed 
the Erie Railroad, and won the co- 
operation of the late George F. 
Baker, so that together they wound 
up with half the common ahd 
much of the Erie’s prefetred. Théy 
neéded -hew outlets for coal, so 
bought into the Pere Marquette. 
It was 1925, and the brothers went 
to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, with their first plan for 
the Nickel Plate unification.

cinity of the bridge, reported they 
heard a shot and saw a flash in a 
small sedan as it drew alongside 
Becker’s truck in a rough stretch 
of roadway at the bridge approach. 
The sedan continued south on Kirk- 
ham for a block and a half, then 
turned around and moved rapidly 
north. Becker’s truck zigzagged 
along the street until it crashed 
100 yards north of Newport avenue. 

The witnesses were unable to get 
a description of the car or to see 
how many persons were inside. 
Becker’s truck was in second- gear 
when examined after the crash, in- 
dicating he had lost control upon 
being shot, as motorists customarily 
use second gear on the rough bridge 
approach. 

The only clew to the identity of 
the assassins is a .32 caliber steel- 
jacketed bullet taken from Becker’s 
body. It will be turned over to bal- 
listics experts of the St. Louis Po- 
lice Department for examination. 
Its only value as a clew, however, 
would come if the pistol from 
which the bullet was fired were also 
obtained for comparison. 

Becker, whose store is at 224 
North Meramec avenue, Clayton, 
had $148 in cash and $50 in checks, 
part of Saturday's receipts, in his 
pocket, when found. Police inquired 
of employes of the store and of 
residents nearby, but found no one 
who had observed a sedan in the 
vicinity when Becker closed the 
place and started for home. Em- 
ployes said he had been held up in 
the store twice previously, but had 
never resisted the robbers. 

On Aug. 30, 1931, Thomas Larsen, 
proprietor of a drug store at Mera- 
mec avenue and Kingsbury boule- 
vard, next door to Becker’s store, 
was fatally shot by a robber when 
he resisted a holdup. 

Mabel Jenkins, a Negro, 450 West 
Kirkham avenue, Webster Groves, 
suffered cuts and bruises of the 
right shoulder when struck by 
Becker's truck just before it 
crashed, She was taken to 8t. Louis 
County Hospital. 

Becker, 42 years old, is survived 
by his wife, Mrs. Amy Becker, three 
children, Marjorie, 12; Frederick, 
9, and Patricia, 5, and his father, 
Charles J. Becker.

“INTERRUPTS SERMON 


After Singing of ‘Te Deum,’ 
. Cardinals Revive Old Cus- 


VATICAN CITY, June 5.—Pope 
Pius, in a canonization ceremony in 
St. Peter’s yesterday, bestowed the 
rank of saint on a French priest, 
Andre Fournet, founder of the Or- 


ta many of them holy year pil- 
including hundreds of Amer- 
icans, crowded the Basilica. 

The address of canonization was 
interrupted by an insane man who 
made @ speech at the top of his 
voice. The interruptor harangued 
the crowd and invited them to 
gather in the Piazza Colonna where 
he said hé would explain at length 
his ideas on life. 

-The Pope glanced in his direc 
tion in time to see the papal gen- 
darmes hustle the man outside the 
church. The man was handed over 
to Rome police. 

Pope Enters St. Peter's. 

“Pope Pius entered St. Peter’s in 
formal] procession, borne on a por- 
table throne on the shoulders of 
12 attendants, with two additional 
attendants walking beside him and 

the air with enormous os- 
trich feather fans. 

~As-soon as he arrived at the high 
altar, descended from the portable 
throne and took his seat on the 
fixed papal throne, the cononiza- 
tion began. A Cardinal and two 
prelates approacaed him, knelt be- 
fore him and thrice asked him for- 
mally to declare blessed Andre 
Fournet a saint. The first two times 
the Pope responded that they all 
had first to pray for God's assist- 
ance, Prayers and the Litany of 
the Saints were recited. 

When the request was repeated 
for the third time, the Pope sig- 
naled for the loftey miter to be 
placed on his head, and rose. He 
declared in a loud voice that blessed 
Andre Fournet be “inscribed in the 
catalogue of the saints and his 
memory be celebrated in the uni- 
versal church every year with pius 
devotion.” 

. Choir Sings “Te Deum.” 

‘Six silver trumpets were blown 
by Swiss guards and the choir 
burst into song with the “Te Deum.” 
The belis of St. Peter’s rang and 
the bells of the more than 400 
churches in Rome replied. 

Shortly afterwards an unusual 
ceremony took place, still in St. Pe- 
ter’s. As a mark of their gratitude 
for the Pope's declaration of canon- 
ization, three Cardinals offered to 
the Pope two huge loaves of 
bread, two little kegs, one contain- 
ing wine, the other water; three 
containing two 
doves, the second two pigeons, and 
the third a numberof small birds 
of various species; and candles. 

‘This is a revival from the early 
ehurch, when a priest’s congrega- 
tion gave him similar objects. 
The priest took part of the bread 
and distributed it among the faith- 
ful as a communion. The rest of the 
bread, the wine, water and fowl, 
were for his own sustenance, in 
_ place of a salary. 

This ceremony took place at the 
offertory of the mass. When the 
mass was over the Pope first im- 
parted the apostolic blessing, then 
ascended the portable throne and 
was borne in procession through 
the cheering crowd out to his pri- 
vate apartments. 

The exterior of St. Peter's was 
illuminated by thousands of oil 
lamps last night, a traditional cus- 
tom in celebrating.

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SENATE COMMITTEE 
KILLS HOUSE TAX PLAN 


Substitutes Harrison Program 
for Increase on Small 
Incomes. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 5. — The 
Senate Finance Committee today 
adopted the Harrison tax program 
to finance the $3,300,000,000 public 
works project in the industrial con- 
tro] bill. It eliminates the House 
increases of tax rates on small in- 
comes. 

After voting this into the bill, the 
committee recessed until late in the 
day to vote on a motion to recon- 
sider its rejection last week of the 
provision authorizing the President 
to license industries in enforcing 
codes of fair competition. 

President Roosevelt has urged 
the committee to reinstate the pro- 
vision which is regarded by the 
bill’s proponents as the only wea- 
pon to hold over industries which 
refuse to co-operate in the recov- 
ery program. 

The tax program of Chairman 
Harrison (Dem.), Mississippi, was 
approved after a motion to recon- 
sider rejection of the sales tax had 
lost 10 to 9. Sales tax advocates 
gained one more vote compared 
with last week's 10 to 8 rejection. 

Harrison’s program provides for 
a capital stock tax of one-tenth of 
1 per cent on the fair valuation of 
corporations, which is estimated to 
raise $80,000,000. 

Corporations would be left to de- 
clare the valuations on which the 
tax would be placed and a penalty 
levy of five per cent would be im- 
posed on surplus profits over 12% 
per cent. 

The tax plan also calls for an in- 
crease of one-half a cent in the ex- 
isting one cent a gallon gasoline 
tax, designed to raise $62,000,000. 
The House bill provided a rise of 
three-quarters of a cent. 

The substitute further provides 
for a flat five per cent tax on cor- 
poration dividends deducted from 
the sources, estimated to raise 
$73.000,000, and three amendments 
to administrative sections of exist- 
ing laws designed to close loop- 
holes developed by the J. P. Mor- 
gan investigation. 

These changes would prohibit the 
carrying over into succeeding 
years, to apply against gains, any 
losses on stocks and bonds; deny 
private bankers the right to deduct 
such short-term losses on stocks 
and bonds from their ordinary in- 
come; and deny ftndividual mem- 
bers of a partnership the right to 
charge off on their personal re- 
turns their shares in any partner- 
ship losses. 

The plan also calls for extension 
for two years beyond July 1 of the 
consolidated return provision and 
increases the tax penalty from 
three-quarters to one per. cent 
where consolidated returns are 
made by corporations and chains 
in place of individual company re- 
turns. 

The committee also approved an 
amendment authorizing the Pres- 
ident to bar interstate’ shipments 
of illegally produced oil. 

The amendment was proposed by 
Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
and reads as follows: 

“The President is authorized to 
prohibit the transportation in in- 
terstate and foreign commerce of 
petroleum and the products there- 
of produced or withdrawn from 
storage in excess of the amount

Credit Is Arranged at 5 Per 
Cent on Direction of Pres- 
ident — Repayment in 
Three Years. 


SECURED BY PLEDGE 
OF CERTAIN TAXES 


Shipment in American Ves- 
sels, With Importers 
Paying Freight — Pur- 
chases in Open Market.

WASHINGTON, June 5.—Under 
President Roosevelt's direction, the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
bas aranged a $50,000,000 loan for 
China to buy American cotton and 
wheat. 

This deal was concluded in the 
recent conferences held by the 
President with Chinese Finance 
Minister T. V. Soong, one of the 
series of international exchanges 
preparatory to the London economic 
conference. 

The loan will be secured directly 
by Chinese taxes. It has first call 
on revenues from roll tobacco, flour, 
cotton yarn, match, cement and 
other taxes on imports, which net- 
ted China $22,000,000 in 1932. Bear- 
ing 5 per cent interest, the loan 
is to be repaid in three years. 

It will make possible at present 
prices for Chinese purchase of 
900,000 bales of cotton and 12,500,- 
000 bushels of wheat. The Ameri- 
can cotton carry-over this year is 
estimated at 13,000,000 bales. The 
limited states wheat carryover is 
now figured at 363,000,000 bushels, 
more than half of the world sur- 
plus. 

Administrators of the new farm 
act fear this outlet for surplus will 
not be sufficient to avoid levying 
processing taxes to finance a gen- 
eral program of acreage reduction. 
There is fear also that cotton farm- 
ers have let their-hopes of better 
prices lead them to expand acre- 
age, possibly wiping out the bene- 
fit of the Chinese purchases. 

The cotton and wheat will be 
moved mostly in American ships, 
with China paying the freight. Both 
commodities are to be bought in the 
open market over the next six 
months, but the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation reserves the 
right to use Farm Board stocks in 
the transaction. Money will be ad- 
vanced as each purchase is made. 
The bulk of the wheat is to be 
milled before shipment. The cot- 
ton is to move unprocessed. 

The loan is the second made to 
China by the American Govern- 
ment for purchase of American 
farm commodities. More than a 
year ago the Federal Farm Board 
sold China 15,000,000 bushels of 
wheat.

Excellent as this move is, the city is, in our judg- 


}ment, losing time in not striking for outright public 


ownership. This is what more than 7000 American 
cities and towns have done to solve the utility prob- 
lem, and it is what St. Louis must do. There are 
impressive examples, among them larger metropolitan 
communities than our own. 

There is a double reason why St. Louis should join 
this widespread and progressive American movement. 
It is not merely that the people are unable to pay ex- 
cessive utility rates; the municipalities also need the 
profits of the utilities. How else tan they meet 
their share of the great Federal relief debt which 
the country is now assuming? The people of St. 
Louis send sometimés as much as $10,000,000 an- 
hually out of the city in the form of profits. 

The costs of city government have meanwhile been 
steadily mounting. A modern city requires more and 
more comforts and conveniences. The automobile has 
necessitated better streets. The onsweep of civiliza- 
tion, its newer and better conception of public health, 
its improved sanitetion and its advanced social ser- 
vices, have laid upon all municipal exchequers & 
burden the taxpayers are no longer able to bear. The 
result is that more and more communities are turn- 


ing to public ownership as a source of revenue. 
⸗ * © = 


Let us apply this policy to the City of St. Louis. 
Mr. Hay’s predecessor, Julius T. Muench, gave his best 
efforts for years to the fight upon utility rates in St. 
Louis. He repeatedly went before the Public Service 
Commissién and asked for lower rates. He accom- 
plished little or nothing. The commission is itself 
bound by a law of the land which has virtually de- 
stroyed all regulation. Under Supreme Court deci- 
sions, the utilities have been permitted to take an 
approximate 7.1 per cent profit upon their investments. 

Basing the valuation of all such properties 
largely upon what it would cost to reproduce them, 
the courts have sanctioned a system of rate-making 
under which the state commissions have lost all con- 
trol over the utilities. The whole question comes 
down to the guarantees of the fifth and fourteenth 
amendments to the Constitution and the definition of* 
property. This definition involves all, valuations for 
rate-making purposes in what Mr. Muench aptly 
characterized as “a maze.” He said of the Union 
Electric case: 


We can imagine no case which could more 
forcefully demonstrate than this one does the 
utter futility of trying to secure satisfactory reg- 
ulation of public utilities under the reproduction- 
new theory. We challenge anyone to read the 
record and the vast number of opinions cited in 
the briefs, in which this, that or the other phase 
of the theory is songht to be justified on some- 
thing like a logical basis, without coming to the 
conclusion that the attempt to control the opera- 
tions of public service companies in this way 
has resulted in a sad and hopeless mess.

No system of jurisprudence can deliver the people 
from the perplexities of such imponderables as going 
value, and the sooner the country realizes this and 
espouses public ownership the quickér it will be 
relieved. 

No reduction which Mr. Hay may secure can solve 
the problem for 8t. Louis. .We can do what other 
cities all over the United Staies are doing—move for 
public ownership of the utilities. Uniil we do that, 
we can only quibble. We can only add, as Mr. Hay 
is adding nuw, to the long list of sham batiles which 
have been fought before the Public Service Commis- 
sion. Meanwhile, rates will remain a burden and a 
veration to the people, and the Comptroller's office 
will wrestle with an annual ‘deficit. 

Mayor Dickmann and his administration are, we be- 
lieve, genuinely interested in the welfare of the com- 
munity. They have given every indication that this 
is the case. A man who had never held public of- 


fice, the Mayor has immensely impressed the com- 


munity with the sincerity of his purpose and his ex- 
ecutive ability. We can say this in the best of grace, 
because we did not support him in thé campaign. 
The utility issue faces the administration both as a 
problem and an opportunity. 

The city is in an excellent position ‘to save 
money for the people and make money for itself. 
Transportation is in receivership and awaits only 
the initiative of municipal ownership and operation. 
The city is just completing a lighting system which 
will have cost some $8,000,000. It is in part equipped 
to distribute and sell electricity. It has several al- 
ternatfves: It can, as Cleveland has done, set up a 
municipal service in competition with the private 
monopoly. Or it can buy its electricity from one of 
the great public hydro-electric plants which the Gov- 
ernment contemplates building, such as that at Mus- 
cle Shoals. Muscle Shoals is, by air line, only 280 
miles from St. Louis. 

; . . * 

The gas utility is a greater problem. The Laclede 
Gas Light Co., which enjoys a monopoly in St. Louis, 
is not going to compete with the municipality. It 
will, in our opinion, sell its plant if the municipality 
enters into competition with it. This is what com- 
monly happens in such cases,'since a private plant 
cannot compete with the lower rates offered by pub- 
lic utilities. 

If Laclede will not sell, the city should be in no 
wise deterred by the necessity of putting in its own 
gas mains. The modérn method of lgying such a dis- 
tributing system is so greatly improved that it is 
neither so difficult nor expensive a matter as it used 
to be. 

Mayor Dickmann and his administration have it 
within their power to institute this policy of public 
ownership.

the city itself can render and the profits from which 


owned and operated water plant is a shining proof 
of what can be done in the whole utility field. It 
gives the people good water at cheap rates. When it 
is paid for, it will make money for the city. It is 
under home rule. It belies everything that is com- 
monly said against public owhership of the utilities 
and the wasteful practices of politicians. . 

An ordinance authorizing a municipal electric plant 
in St. Louis and making provision for funds with 
which to construct it was passed 16 years ago. It 
provided for a generating plant as well as a distri- 
bution aystem. The distribution system for streets 
and public buildings was built, but nothing has ever 
been done about the genérating plant. while, 
the city paid $731,392 for electricity in the last fiscal 
year. Its contract with the Union Electric Light & 
Power Co. runs t® Dec. 1, 1986. The city’s contract 
with Laclede Gas Light Co. has already éxpired. 
Hard pressed for funds, the city appropriated last 
year, for gas and electric light, $1,227,471, and at the 
end of the year a deficiency appropriation of $343,000 
was added. It is estimated that an electric generat- 
ing plant to supply the public lighting for St. Louis, 
if it should be found that the city required one, would 
coat about $2,000,000. 

The policy of municipal ownership has also been 
accepted by @ later Board of Aldermen in the mat- 
ter of tranaportation, a reflection of gfowing pub- 
lic sentiment. What the city needs is to have all 
this sentiment, civil ant official, consolidated in 
the public interest and incorporated into a. com- 
plete program of public ownership. It’ is a policy 
by means of which the present city administra- 
tion can make its rule one of the most. beneficial 
that St. Louis has ever enjoyed, an aid to the pres- 
ent and a blessing to generations unborn.

The argument for public ownership and operation 
of the hydro-electric plant at Muscle Shoals was chief- 
ly based upon comparative costs of electricity under 
private ownership in the United States and under 
public ownership in Ontario. That argument began 
13 years ago. It showed that people in the United 
States were paying approximately twice as much for 
electricity as people in Ontario were paying. Since 
that argument began, an immense volume of testi- 
mony upon the side of public ownership has been 
added by the experience of American cities and towns. 

Another great advantage which the public plants 
enjoy is that they can borrow money cheaper than 
private companies. Funds for private plapts are 
raised by stock sales, and the purchasers of these 
stocks are regularly allowed 8 per cent on their in- 
vestments. On the other hand, towns and cities ob- 
tain their funds from the sale of bonds, which bear 
interest from 4% to 5 per cent. Municipal ownership 
also avoids the evil of over-capitalization. There is 
no occasion for such practices when the péople own 
their own utilities, whereas they have become a pub- 
lic scandal under private ownership. 

Bighty-four cities in the United States levy no 
taxes, yet exercise all the functions of such com- 


munities. They are out of debt. They keep out of 


debt by owning their utilities. These cities range in 
population from a few huadred people to more than 
20,000. They are located in 16 states. Their num- 
ber is fast growing. Contrast to them the many 
thousands of citiés, little and big, which are in the 
misery of debt, because they are handing the means 


of their own solvéncy over to private business. 
2 * — 


All the public utilities in St. Louis can be acquired 
by the municipality, and they can all be made a 
source of profit to the city. No injustice will be 
done to any fair interest by such a policy. If the 
city negotiates the purchase of thése properties, it 
can assume their bonded indebtedness and equities up 
to the point of a fair value agreed upon between the 
city and the utilities. If the utilities are unwilling to 
sell, the city can force them to terms by instituting 


competing plants. | 


The great consideration is that néither St. Leuis 
nor any other city in the United States can continue 
leaving public services of thé major sort to 
private ownership requiring immense profits 
when these services can be rendered by the com- 
munity at a profit to itself. Unfortunately, American 
cities have historically followed the practice of farm- 
ing out to’ private companies revenuc-producing func- 
tions such as transportation, gas, water and elec- 
tricity, while shouldering for themselves non-revenue- 
producing functions such as sewage, streets, educa- 
tion, playgrounds and parks. Modern industrial con- 


ditions and the justifiable demands of advanced social | 


policy have Yorced municipalities to reverse this cus- 
tom. The consequence is that they are ‘everywhere 
turning to public ownership, both as a matter of right 
and justice and as a means of meeting their munici- 
pal expenses.

St. Louis cannot stay out of this movement. Just 
as she has ended 30 years of deplorable failure in 
transportation by declaring for municipal ownership 
of this necessary service, she must also abandon 
private ownérship of the gas and electric utilitjes 
and make these services a source of revenue. 
Both -reguiation of the utilities and munici- 
pal finances have broken down. Experts have shown 
that by instituting a modern municipal bus system 
St. Louis can not only solve the problem of trans- 
portation but make for itself a needed profit for the 
crying needs of the city. The same thing is true of 
the gas and eléctric utilities. It is time to end the 
pillow fights between the utilities and the City Hall, 
time to cease giving away millions of dollars needed 
for the welfare and well-being of the city and its 
citizens. There is only one way in which this battle 
can be won for St. Louis, and that is the way of 
public. ownership. 

If 7000 cities and towns in the United States can 
win their freedom, St. Louis also can win Rer free- 
dom.

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Can Hitler Give Germany Bread? 


German dictator has given his people plenty of circuses, says English writer, but what 


it necds most is bread; has made many promises of economic betterment, but his 
program is vague; little merit is seen in his plans for compulsory labor, public 
works or peasants’ relief; next stage likely to be not fulfillment but disappointment.

HE knockout blow administered to the 

German trade unions comes as no sur- 

prise. It was known that it was only a 
question of time, and hopes that the submis 
sion of the labor leaders might save their 
organizations were clearly doomed to disap- 
pofntment. 

The coup was carried out with remarkable 
thoroughness, and it had been very prettily 
staged. The First of May demonstration on 
the previous day was the biggest thing of 
its kind ever seen in Germany, and present- 
ed Herr Hitler in the special role of the 
champion and savior of the working class. 
And a few hours later, his lieutenants dotted 
his i’s and crossed his t’s in a flamboyant 
manifesto, p that “Adolf Hitler is 
your friend, Adolf Hitler is fighting for your 
freedom, Adolf Hitler will give you bread.” 
It is not to be supposed, of course, that the 
great mass of the 4,000,000 trade unionists 
are taken in by this rodomontade.

The Gold Clause

-EVERAL cases dealing with the gold 
clause have been decided by the French 
rts in recent years. When the war broke 
it, a law was passed making the paper 
anc compulsory legal tender, and voiding 
l stipulations to pay in any other form so 
as debtors resident in France were con- 
irned. But the courts declared that this 
w did not apply to internationa] contracts 
hich contained a clear gold clause, They 
pheld this clause in the case of a French 
Dmpany that had floated a loan for pc 
orks in the Argentine. 
On the other hand, the Court of Appeals 
1926) decided that a foreign life insurance 
opmpany which had written through its 
ench agency a policy in gold frances could 
atisfy its obligation in paper. This decision 
yas much criticised, but it stood. 

In 1928, with the stabilization of the franc

Johnson, Oklahoma City, who were 
taken into custody at Amarillo, 
Tex., along with Walter McGee, an 
ex-convict.

Calcium Sources 


ALCIUM is derived from food, 

water and from artificially 

prepared calcium salts. ' 
However, the calcium, to be of 
value, must actually enter into the 
economy of the body. 
To benefit the body not only must 
the calcium supply be adequate, 
but the food should be properly 
prepared and consumed under con- 
ditions which promote its absorp- 
tion into the body. ; 
Among our ordinary foods, milk 
and cheese are the best sources of 
calcium. Meat and fish are poor in 
calcium, while lentils, cauliflowers, 
beans, cabbage, carrots and oat- 
meal are only moderately good. 
It.is estimated that the average 
individual requires daily 0.7 of a 
gram of calcium (approximately 
0.025 of an ounce). This amount is 
to be found in three to four glasses 
of milk and in half a pound of 
cheese. 
Of the other food, in order to gain 
0.7 of a gram of calcium, oné would 
have to consume 26 pounds of 
meat, 15 pounds of fish, or 50 large 
apples, or 7% pounds of white 
bread, or 11 pounds of butter, or 27 
pounds of green corn or 17 pounds 
of rice. 
Milk and cheese are, therefore, 
the ideal foods for calcium. Vege 
tables should not be cooked in large 
quantities of water. Considera- 
ble amounts of salts are dissolved, 
and unless the waters from cooked 
vegetables are retained and con- 
sumed the minerals are wasted. 
The lack of adequate supplies of 
calcium does not always affect the 
individual in perceptible ways. 
Some persons may break down with 
evident disease ‘conditions. Others 
may appear to be normal, but live 
and function on a level below their 
real potentialities, missing out on 
full health and long life. 
Prof. Sherman raises the perti- 
nent question whethér loss of cal- 
cium by the bones in old age must 
be considered a normal process or 
whether the condition is due to a 
‘prolonged insufficiency in cajcium 
intake, for which the body tries to 
compensate by abstra calcium 
from the bones. *
